1 . (Currently Amended) A head for a putter, the head including a striking face having 

markings formed on a part of the striking face, the markings being 
of micron size, curvilinear^ and-non-concentric, and of constant 
radius. 



2. (Currently Amended) A head for a putter according to claim 1 wherein the markings have 

a depth nf 0.05mm to 0.1mm 50 microns . 

3 (Original) A head for a putter according to claim 2 wherein the markings are V 
shaped grooves having a pitch of 0.7mm.

5 . (Currently Amended) A head for a putter according to claim 1 wherein the markings are 

formed on an etef^ate -elongated cylindrical insert leeates-]ocated 
within a closed cavity formed within the head. 

6. (Original) A head for a putter according to claim 5 wherein the insert is spaced from 

the head by resilient means ftf -therebv forming a clearance space between 
the insert and the head . 

7. (Original) A head for a putter according to claim 6 wherein the insert is made from 

bar stock material. 
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8. (Original) A head for a putter according to claim 6 wherein the insert is made from as 

cast material. 

9. (Currently Amended) A head for a putter according to claim 7 wherein the insert has a 

front face, the front face only being machines machined from either 
the bar stock or as cast material

12. (Original) A head for a putter according to claim 5 wherein the insert defines the 

sweet spot of the putter.

14. (Original) An insert for a putter head, the insert having markings formed on a face 

thereof, the markings being of micron size. 

1 5. (Currently Amended) An insert for a putter head according to claim 14 wherein the 

markings have a depth of 0.05mm to 0. 1mm 50 microns . 

1 6. (Currently Amended) An insert for a putter head according to claim 14 wherein the 

markings are curvilinear* and-non-concentric , and of constant 
radius.

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18. (Previously Presented) A head for a putter according to claim 8 wherein the insert 

has a front face, the front face only being machined from 
either the bar stock or as cast material. 
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
